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"Sidelights  from  an  Ancient  Educatorium"

(Published   in   the   Martian    Scientific  Journal    for    May,   2925.) 

SHORT  time  ago  my  husband,  the  most  noted  archaeologist  of   Mars, 
Palchratonns    Swobodskv,   and    [    descended    from   our   swift    air   yacht, 

The  Lark,  upon  a  large  mound  in  a  little  known  section  of  what  we  be- 
lieved to  be  the  fabled  island  of  the  Ancients,  Northern  Amricca.  In  the  south- 
eastern part  of  this  almost  forgotten  land,  near  the  coast,  we  came  to  a  place 
which,  as  near  as  we  could  translate  from  the  hieroglyphics  we  found  there, 
was  known  in  the  very  beginning  of  history  as  "Carlitos  del  Norticus." 

While  roaming  about  in  the  wilderness  of  dead  trees  and  tangled  brushes, 
we  came  upon  a  tiny  ruin  which  might  have  been  an  edifice  of  some  kind  a 
thousand  or  more  years  ago.  'Phis  was  so  small  that  Palchratonns  concluded  that 
the  people  who  had  lived  here  were  mound  builders,  belonging  to  a  race  of 
pigmies ;  and  as  the  mound  building  people  is  his  particular  "furor,"  he  very 
naturally  wished  to  explore  its  depths.  Above  the  entrance  were  queer  en- 
gravings for  which  we  can  find  no  meaning  in  our  modern  language.  The 
characters  read  like  this:  "HIGH  SCHOOL,"  but  we  believe  from  the  interior 
arrangement  that  we  may  have   stumbled   upon   an  ancient   educatorium. 

Thinking  that  we  might  find  how  the  Americans  pursued  their  studies,  we 
eagerly  climbed  through  the  small  opening  we  bad  found,  and  went  into  a  tiny 
hall.  Climbing  a  diminutive  flight  of  steps,  we  came  to  a  short,  very  narrow 
passage  way.  Along  this  were  doors  leading  into  rooms  so  small  that  they  might 
be  called  cubby-boles.  In  the  second  of  these  rooms  to  our  right,  we  saw 
something  gleaming  on  a  small  shelf  above  an  opening  in  the  wall,  in  which  was 
a  sort  of  iron  basket.  Curious,  we  approached  the  object,  and  discovered  it  to 
he  a  box  of  the  metal  which  the  Ancients  called  "tin." 

We  prized  open  this  box  and  found  in  it  an  old,  crumbling  parchment 
covered  with  curious  characters.  As  the  translation  of  ancient  languages  is 
my  particular  "forte,"  we  took  the  box,  and  went  to  our  cam])  site.  After 
careful  examination  of  the  document,  we  decided  that  it  was  in  the  dead 
language — "English." 

For  weeks,  T  have  thought  only  of  this  strange  scroll  and  with  the  aid  of 
my  lexicon  1  have  at  last  made  a  free  translation.  However,  the  writing  was 
so  indistinct  and  the  expression  so  idiomatic  that  T  was  forced  to  omit  much 
of  it.  Nevertheless,  1  give  my  translation  to  the  public,  as  it  presents  a  most 
interesting  sidelight  on  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  Ancients,  it  being 
written  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  one  thousand 
years  ago. 
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"Jn  the  fall  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  forty-six  green,  frightened 
boys  and  girls  stood  before  the  doors  of  Uncolnton  High  School,  seeking  admit- 
tance into  this  institution  of  learning.  As  we  look  back  upon  those  days  they 
seem  very  far  away,  and  it  is  hard  to  realize  that  those  trembling  freshmen  have 
at  last  attained  the  summit  which  appeared  so  remote — Seniority.  Those  first 
months  were  hard — we  admit  it — and  many  were  the  indignities  we  suffered  at 
the  hands  of  the  upper  classmen.  The  monotony  of  the  eight  months  was  broken 
by  excursions  with  the  Juniors,  but  we  were  all  glad  when  at  last  we.  were  free 
for  four  glorious  months. 

"Just  forty-two  of  us  returned  after  the  vacation,  and  though  the  work  was 
hard,  we  did  not  mind;  for  we  were  no  longer  classified  as  "Greenies."  Sophs 
we  were,  and  nothing  daunted  us,  not  even  the  intricacies  of  algebra  and  its 
X-Y-Z's.  I  This  probably  refers  to  the  ancient  science  of  Grammar,  though  I 
do  not   know  what  that   was.  i 

"\\  hen  we  came  back  as  Juniors  in  the  fall  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
three,  our  number  had  dwindled  to  thirty-six.  Yet  we  still  felt  able  to  indulge 
in  our  pleasures  and  studies.  The  most  notable  event  of  the  year  was  the  Junior- 
Senior  Reception.  Our  old  enmity  with  the  class  which  had  "picked  on"  us  most 
when  we  were  Freshmen,  seemed  forgotten  at  this  important'  social   function. 

"At  last  we  have  entered  our  Senior  year.  It  is  with  great  joy  that  we 
welcome  many  new  boys  and  girls  in  our  class.  We  have  enrolled  fiftv-two,  the 
largest  number  which  has  ever  been  graduated  from  this  school.  We  feel  justly 
proud  and  honored,  too,  because  we  are  the  first  class  to  finish;  in  the  new  hieh 
school  building." 

Now.  m\  dear  readers,  I.  feet  that  I  must  give  you  a  brief  foreword  to  this 
last  paragraph.  To  me,  it  seemed  most  important  of  all,  and  1  have  spent  more 
time  upon  it,  taking  great  pains  to  translate  it  literally.  1  have  simply  guessed 
at  the  rest,  but  this  final  hit  seemed  so  true,  so  sincere,  that  I  have  made  every 
effort  to  get  the  real  feeling  of  the  writer.  This  stirred  in  me  unknown  emotions, 
and  when  I  think  of  the.  long-crumbled  fingers  that  wrote  it,  the  brain  long 
since  dead,  tears  come  into  my  eyes.  It  even  caused  a  glistening  in  the  eyes  of 
my  husband.  (And  noted  scientists  of  Mars  are  known  never  to  weep.)  I  have 
not  tried  to  translate  the  signature,  but  have  let  it  remain  as  it  was  in  the  original 
document. 

"And  now  as  we  prepare  to  venture  forth  into  the  world,  it  is  with  saddened

During  the  past  years  the  girls  of  the  Lincointon  High  School  have  shown 
little  interest  in  athletics  of  any  kind.  This  fact,  of  course,  was  because  of  the 
lack  of  equipment  and  proper  instruction. 

But  since  our  occupation  of  the  new  high  school  building  with  its  splendid 
gymnasium  an  effort  has  been  made  to  interest  as  many  girls  as  possible  in  sports.

For  the  spring  work  it  is  our  aim  to  arouse  an  interest  in  tennis,  volleyball, 
indoor  baseball,  and  track.  This  is  just  a  beginning  of  what  is  expected  from 
the  girls  of  next  year  and  the  years  after. 

The  girls  of  old  Lincolnton  Nigh  have  always,  done  their  part  in  boosting 
the  school  and  are  justly  proud  of  the  work  of  the  boys'  teams.  But  we  hope 
sometime  soon  to  do  our  part  in  giving  our  school  a  high  standing  in  athletics.
